On March 30, 1970, WILLIAM DALY, Chief Deputy, 
Allen County Sheriff's Office, Lima, Ohio, reported the 
Elida High School, Elida, Ohio, was firebombed. He stated 
the fire was discovered by the custodian of the high school 
at 6:45 a.m., March 30, 1970, and that school was not in 
session due to the Easter vacation. He said the vocational 
agricultural instructor's classroom was completely gutted, 
and the adjoining farm shop was badly damaged. He said some 
windows were broken as if bottles had been thrown in. In 
addition, he stated one firebomb, a soft drink bottle with a 
napkin wick, was found in the machine shop but had not 
ignited, and the machine shop was not damaged. He said he 
knew of no racial aspects in this matter. 


On March 30, 1970, FRED GOARE, Superintendent, 
Elida High School, stated the school was almost entirely 
white and that the high school ponulation was approximately 
1,350 and there were only two Negro families living in the 
school area. GOARE said one of the Negro students was 
President of the Student Council, and this student's father 
was on the Board of Education.

problems of any kind at the school and that school would 
resume classes on March 31, 1970. 


. On March 31, 1970, FLOYD ADAMS, Fire Chief, Elida 
Fire Department, stated that the fire at the Elida High School 
had been caused by firebombing. He said in regard to the 
firebomb which had been thrown in the machine shop, the 
bottle had been completely broken and the fluid dried up. 
He said the approximate damage to the school was $40,000. 


On March 31, 1970, WILLIAM DALY, Allen County 


Sheriff's Office, stated there were no injuries involved in 
this fire and that there were no suspects.
